Then in 1988 there were the big Gold Cup 
crowds in Sydney for the matches against Brazil 
and Argentina, and in 1989 the capacity plus 
crowd at the Sydney Football Stadium When the 
1-1 draw with Israel saw Australia exit the World 
Cup. 

Given these successful promotions, it is an un- 
happy duty — for the sake of possible progress — 
to record some of the gaping holes in the Moscow 
Torpedo promotion. 

This relates largely to the addition of a match 
against Sydney Olympic late in proceedings — a 
game that drew a hatful of people, and surely left 
an outstanding visiting club wondering what it 
was all about. 

Prior to the game there was a tussle with the 
National Soccer League, who had to be assured 
that the Sydney Olympic club would be ready to 
field a full strength team for their National Cup 
tie on the Wednesday night. 

As it stood Olympic fielded a big contingent of 
youth team players against Torpedo. 

Players went on and off in the second half to the 
complete bewilderment of the few fans who 
attended. 

This type of act occurred in the Socceroos’ 
successful effort against Torpedo in Melbourne, 
when Australia made five changes and Torpedo 
four. 

The ASF in future should lay down the law and 
compel Australian coaches to stick by the in- 
ternational rule of only fielding two substitutes. 

The paying public deserves competitive games, 
not a procession of substitutes that destroy the 
continuity of a match and makes a mockery of it.

New tactics may help 
Brazil regain crown

BRAZIL, equipped with new tactics and steeled by the European 
experience of many of their players, are ready to reclaim their crown as 
the kings of international soccer at this year’s World Cup finals. 


That is the view of 
their former coach Jouo 
Saldanha. the man who 
led their qualification to 
the 1970 finals in 
Mexico where they 
claimed the Jules Rimet 
trophy outright with 
their third World Cup 
triumph. 

“If we compare the 
present team to the 1970) 
and 1982 sides, we will 
all: recognise* that those 
two were much more 
brilliant, yet the current 
squad is by far the 
strongest we have ever 
formed, id Saldanha. 

“Our coach can easily 
select 22 excellent play- 
ers, something that 
never happened in the 
past.” 

Brazil, dominant in 
world soccer from the 
late 1950s to 1970, 
gained renewed hope 
last year when they won 
the South American 
championship for the 
first time since 1949. 

It was their first 
major trophy since 
1970. 

Saldanha said the pre- 
sent squad had more 
depth than in the past 
and noted that in 1958 
and 1970 “the reserves 
were in general very 
poor.” 

The only country to 
participate in every 
World Cup finals series 
since the first in 1930, 
Brazil have the best 
overall record 

They have won the 
trophy three times, 
finished second once 
(1950), third twice (1938. 
and 1978) and fourth in 
1974, 

In 1982, after being 
installed as favourites 
following their convine- 
ing first phase form, the 
Brazilians were elimi 
ated by Italy, a defen- 
sive team which peaked 
at the right time. 

In Mexico four years 
ago. they were knocked 
out in the quarter-finals 
after losing to France on 
penalties 

They conceded only 
one goal in normal play 
during the competition 
— even though coach 
Tele Santana had kept 
faith with the traditional 
Brazilian style of pure 
attaching play. 

Current coach Se 
tiao Lazaroni, installed 
in March 1989, has 
made some changes. but 
without entirely s 
ing their Samba style. 

When he took over 
early last year he faced 
several problems, in- 
cluding the absence of 
most of his leading play- 
ers who were banned by 
their European clubs 
from taking part in 
Brazil's international 
friendlies, 

After four unconvit 
ing victories, Lazaroni’s 
team was submitted to a 
serious test with dismal 
results when they went 
on an unhappy Euro- 
pean tour which in- 
cluded a 4-0 defeat by 
Demark.

THE Queensland indoor soccer team returned from its tour 
feasons to prove that the Americans are amon 


walls. 


The Queenslanders. 
who played in the US as 
the “Sunshine 
Shooters”, lost all five 
ames in the American 
Airlines Cup. 

They scored in each 
match for a total of 
nine, but conceded a 
massive half-century as 
the Americans dis- 
played what they have 
learned in 12 years of 
playing indoor soccer 

Despite the hefty goal 
deficit, the Queens- 
landers were not dis- 
graced and the 14 tour- 
ists now must be in the 
forefront for selection in 
a national team which 
will be invited to play in 
a Super Six tournament 
in Brisbane later this 
year. 

The tournament will 
feature top British 
sides, a team from 
Japan and a select side 
from America’s Major 
Indoor Soccer League, 
Queensland coach 
Bruce Stowell has no 
doubts the MISL team 
will start red-hot 
favourites. 

“They are far better 
at playing the type of 
game than anyone in 
Australia could 
imagine.” Stowell said. 
“1 doubt whether any 
side of outdoor players 
could take on the Amer- 
cans cold as we did and 
come away with a 
result 

“But from the experi- 
ence of playing in the 
American Airlines Cup, 
many of the Queens- 
landers have got to form 
the basis of any national 
side for the Super 6. 

“If the Australian 
team is based on the 
Queensland players 
who have stood out on 
this tour, they'll beat 
the touring English 
sides and play the 
Americans in the final.” 

The tour highlighted 
that the Super 6 tourna- 
ment at Brisbane's 
Bondall Complex last 
year gave Australian 
‘ans only a glimpse of 
the potential of indoor 
soccer off the walls, 

“Our tour has shown 
us just how far off the 
mark everyone was in 
the Super 6.° Stowell 
said 

The MISL statistics 
prove Stowell’s claims 
are not just an attempt 
to make an excuse for 
the tour thrashings, 
although not all the 
games were one-sided 
with the Queenslanders 
giving Dallas Sidekicks 
a run for their money. 

In the 12 years since 
the MISL’s inception, 
the league's teams 
(which presently num- 
ber 10) have played 27 
matches against in- 
ternational opposition.
